People  from  all  classes  are  edu¬ 
cated.  In  crowded  schools,  chil¬

One 
of  the  best  universities  in  the  new 
world  is  the  University  of  Rio 
Picdras. 

Clothing  is  imported  from  the 
United  States.  People  dress  as  we 
do  except  that  formals  are  worn 
Saturday  and  Sunday  evenings. 

Rich  families  have  several  serv¬ 
ants  with  each  having  specific  work 
to  do.  Members  of  the  family  did 
not  have  a  great  deal  of  work  to  do. 
Carolyn  did  some  sewing  plus  mis¬ 
cellaneous  tasks  as  the  girls  of  the 
family  did. 

Wages  are  low  for  poor  people, 
and  health  conditions  are  serious 
bccasue  85  per  cent  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  is  poor.

Rice  and  beans  make  up  a  great 
part  of  the  menu  for  rich  and  poor 
alike. 

Seldom  does  the  temperature 
rise  above  90  or  fall  below  60.  The 
island  is  100  miles  long  and  25 
miles  wide.  No  one  lives  far  from 
the  beach.
